EXPLAINS LOWER 
CASUALTY LIST 


The vastly improved methods ma­ 
terials and techniques of the army 
medical .services have brought great 
increases in the survival rate among 
battle casualties. Col Frank Gilles­ 
pie, of the British Army Medical 
Corps 
told members of the local 
Rotary, I .ions and SoropUmiat club* 
Monday evening at a joint dinner 
meeting at the Battlefield hotel 
'rho British officer who served in 
the first World war and aw duty if) 
North Africa. Malta. India, Iceland. 
Italy and Normandy in this war ob­ 
served: “We gain valuable medical 
experience in war but we learn at 
the cost of blood and not usually 
our own blood either.” 
Tracing the speedy organization of 
the medical units from its first quick 
contact with casualties at the battle 
lines through the collecting and 
clearing company units to tile evac­ 
uation and field hospitals, he spoke 
specially of the adaptability of the 
jeep in medical corps work and later 
showed pictures of litter-carrying 
jeeps used in battle areas. 
Saw “Reverse Lend-Lease" 
Blood plasma has saved mam 
lives, the officer declared, and told 
of the increasing use of whole blood 
at the evacuation hospitals to treat 
‘critical casualties who need more 
: than plasma The blood is se At in 
refrigerated units to the hospital 
units and has been one of the fac­ 
tors that has boosted the survival 
rate oi casualties at forward surgical 
units to about 96 per cent, a figure 
far above that in the other war or 
the early days ot the present conflict.

Intensive Education 
T his second editor make:. Hie point 
th a t the O rm a n s are dangerous 
when massed because they are sus­ 
ceptible 
to 
regim entation. 
W hen 
they em igrate they become useful 
citizens. He nlso believes th a t the 
introduction of foreign blood Into 
the Reich would have a beneficial 
effect on the race 
Those drastic suggestions likely 
will evoke sym pathetic u n d erstan d ­ 
ing in the average m ind, for one 
h ears w idespread expression of the 
wish th a t in some way G erm any 
m ight be rendered im potent to do 
fu rth er harm. However, th e consen­ 
sus of the Allied chiefs seem s to be 
th a t the only feasible way to reform 
the Reich Is by a process of in ten ­ 
sive education. 
Of course, such a program pre­ 
sents mountainous 
problems, and 
another editor—this time from the 
middle west—writes to ask: 
"Now assuming that every Ger­ 
man with enough 
intelligence or 
courage to oppose Hitler has long 
since been liquidated, is it not fair 
to assume that Ute vast majority of 
Germans left under the Fuehrer are 
too completely debased to accept 
Allied tutelage? Is it ever possible to 
educate anyone at the point of a 
bayonet?" 
Well. we can say at once that, you 
ca n ’t do a successful Job of reform a­ 
tion a t the point of a bayonet. Ad­ 
m ittedly, too. it will require tile 
greatest possible skill to m ake any 
educational program succeed, even if 
the big stick is kept discreetly out of 
sight. 
Hitler Did and Others Gail 
However, it strikes me th a t in this 
idea of education lies our only hope, 
Maybe I’m too trusting, b ut I believe 
we can make it work if we go a t it 
in the right way. As rem arked in this 
column the o th er day. H itler has 
tau g h t the world w hat can bo done 
by Intensive education. In less th an 
a decade he com pletely changed the 
natures of most of the young folk 
in Germany, an d even sw ung a host 
of the older people Into line. 
H itler achieved this in the case of 
the children and youth by taking 
over their education altogether. He 
largely 
elim inated 
p aren tal 
and 
church 
influence. 
He 
substituted 
paganism 
for 
religion 
a n d 
thus 
created a m entality th at accepted 
Hie aggression and atrocities which 
he perpetrated. D estruction of re ­ 
ligious beliefs in th e young m ind 
gave him Ills g reatest strength. 
If H itler can change h um an n a ­ 
ture, others can do it. T he Allied 
problem will be to discover the right 
m ethod of approach. E ducation at 
the 
hands of 
foreign 
conquerors 
m ight not be successful, w hereas 
right-m inded G erm an 
educators— 
sym pathetic w ith the Allied aim of 
helping their country—m ight suc­ 
ceed. T his will be one of the greatest 
tests of ingenuity winch the Allies 
will encounter In postw ar planning.
